THEIR ASHES IN THE WIND. 


Aged Woman Ends Her Life When 
She Learns Her Dover Had Grossly 
Deceived Her. 

{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 14.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) The final chapter in a 
tragedy of Tove and deception, where- 
ina cheated love sought relicf in 
death, was written today, when the 
ashes of Miss Bilizabeth Berlin and 
Horst von Kaltenborn were thrown to 
the four winds from the top of the 
Statue of Liberty in accordance with 
their dying requests. 

Von Kaltenborn died on January 
9, last, from lung trouble. Follow- 
ing his death, cireumstances came 
to light showing that gross deception 
had been practiced by him upon Miss 
Berlin caused her to end her life four 
months later, on May 11.< She was 
discovered hanging to a door post by 
Undertaker Guntser tn her home, No. 
532 Fast Bighteenth atreet, where 
Von Kaltenborn had died. At the 
time of her death she was 70 years 
old. Von Katltenborn was 49. 

For many years, Von Kaltenborn 
had lived in the apartment with Miss 
Rerlin. He appeared to be devoted 
to her, and she believed him all that 
was good and noble. When the pair 
became acquainted, Von. Kalitenborn 
told Miss Berlin that he was a political 
exile from his home in Breslau, Cier- 
many. He told her he was a noble- 
man, and all his vast estates, valued 
at over $1,000,000, had been confiscat- 
ed by the government because of his 
political actions, 

Miss Berlin had been bequeathed 
$20,000 by a relative. Von Kalten- 
born induced her to turn this amount 
over to him, and, in return, made his 
will leaving all his estates in Germany 
to her. After his death she discovered 
his deceit and committed suicide.

Higgins will immediately get bury 
outlining the fall campaign. He does 
not expect to attempt to marshal his 
force suntil the university opens in 
September but when he calls out war- 
riors they will come with a rush and 
he will be ready to put them through 
the mill rapidly. He will have a hard 
job on his hands as nearly all of the 
material that he will have to work 
with will be ignorant of Rugby prin- 
ciples.

“INDEPENDENCE BELLI.” 
Usually credited to Charles Brockden Brown. 
‘There wae tumult in the city, 

In the quaint old Quaker town, |

On Tuesday at noon the bell in the 
tower of independence (Phfa- 
delphia) will ring 435 strokes, indi- 
elapsed 
since we gained our independence 
and became a free people, It is not 
the same bell which voiced our free- 
dom considerably over a century and 
a Quarter ago. That old relic has 
been silent since Washington's birth- 
day in 1843. It wasicracked upon the 
morning of July 8, 1935, while being 
tolled in memory wf Chief Justice 
Marshall. it was frequently used 
thereafter, but its voice not given 
utterance sinte 1843, and it now 
stands mute under ia glass case for 
its preservation in Independence Hall, 
where admiring thousands pay rever- 
t each week, 
There is no relic in the United 
States which possesses the peculiar 
interest that attaches itself to the 
Ljberty Bell. And years will increase 
rather than diminish this respect. 
The poems written upon and around 
the bell, if collected, would fill sev- 
eral volumes. If not the most digni- 
fied, one of the mest often read. of 
these poems is the one printed above, 
and attributed to Charles Brock- 
den Brown of Philadelphia. It ap- 
peals particularly tg the young pa- 
triot, by the episode it resents. The 
author has taken mutch poetic license 
in the presenting of his subject. for 
interesting as it may be, the way he 
has pictured the bby, the grandpa 
and the waiting pdpulace, there is 
littie or no historical truth to war- 
rant the story. 
Avery in his_recent extensive “Fis. 
tory of the United States” says: “It 
is @ popular error that there was any 
considerable immediate rejoicing or 
frantic outburst of enthusiasm in 
Philadelphia over the adoption of the 
Declaration. As a matter of history, 
there was no marked demonstration 
until noon, the 8th of July, when, tn 
the State House yard, the Declara- 
tlon Was read to an assemblage com- 
posed of members of the Continental 
and Provincial Cangresses, militia 
and citizens. Not until then was the} 
‘so-called Liberty Bell’ rung, and, by 
that time bells were being rune in 
dozens of other towns and villeges.” 
“There is,” says |Priedenwald, “no 
shadow of authority for associating 
the ringing of the ‘bell with the an- 
nouncement of the agreement upon 
independence.” 
Although our resolution for inde- 
pendence was adopted on July 4, the 
public did not know of its exact con- 
tents or tts py until § it 
was publicly read them on 
July 8, y John Nixon, a 
member of the Council of Safety, 
from the observatory which had been 
erected in the State House yard to 
observe the transit of Venus in 1769. 
Thompson Westcott notes: “The 
King’s arms were taken down from 
the courtrgom in the State House 
and burned by the people The Dec- 
laration was also read on the com-|} 
mons to the first battalions of city 
associations.

Christ Church, the congregation of 
which were suspected of lukewarm- 
ness to the Revolutionary cause, even 
when they were not accused of open 
devotion to Toryism. 

in the “Autobiography of Charles 
Biddle.” he says: “On.the memer- 
able Fourth of July, 1778, | was in the 
old State House yard when the Déc- 


lapation of Independence was read. 
There were very few respectable 
people present. Gen. spoke 


against it, and many of the citisets 
who were good Whigs were much op- 
posed to it; however, they were soon 
reconciled to it.” 

Mr. Biddle confounds July 4, the 
day of the Declaration, with July 
8. the actual day of the reading. 
Ifis statement that “very few ‘re- 
spectable’ people” were present, is 
presumed to refer toe people of 
wealth, family and position. In this 
particular Mr. Biddle. agrees with 
Mrs. Deborah Logan, who also heard 
the reading, and who says, “the first 
audience of the Declaration was 
neither very numerous nor compos 
of the most respectable class of citi- 
zens,”’ 


Few relics, in the history of na- 


tions, have ever evoked such out- 


burats of genuine affection and emo- 
tien as the Liberty Bell, and few 
relics have ever embodied within 
themselves such glorious history. 
Few are 80 precious. 

Charlies Brockden Brown, who is 
reputed to be the author of this 
poem, is usually styled “the founder 
of the novel in America.” Refore 
him no writer of that character of 
literature had done so well; noné pro- 


duced fiction that the people read so 


eageriy and appreciatively. 

Brown came of an old Chester 
county Quaker family, respectable 
not eminent, having been bern iff 
Philadelphia, on January 17, 1771. He 
suffered from ill-health from child- 
hdba. His one consolation was found 
in the beoks which for him, he satd, 
had “great efficacy in beguiling the 
body of its pains and thoughts of 
their melancholy, in relieving head 
and heart of their aches.” 

He died on February 22. 1810, at 
his home in Eleventh street, near 
Chestnut, when only 39 years of 
age, being tInterred in an 
marked spot inthe Friends’ burta! 
ground at Fourth and Arch streets. 

Chief among his novels were “Wil- 
land,” “Ormund,” “Arthur Mervyn,” 
“Jane Talbot,” “Edgar Huntley.” 
and ‘Clara Tloward.” He edited sev- 
eral magazines, and wrote 
that was good on a variety of sub- 
jects.

Trial of MceNamaras Is Sei 
for October Date. 


Defense Asks that It Be 


Fixed for December. 


For the alleged murder of J. Wes- 
ley Reaves, stenographer, one of the 


victims of the dynamiting of oxtet 


Times Building, the trial of the Me- 
Namaras was yesterday set for Octo- 
ber 11. This date is later than was 
asked by the prosecution, but is sev- 
eral weeks earlier than the . time 
pleaded for by the defense. 

It was at first determined by Judge 
Bordwell to set the case for October 
10 but, on account of the election to 
vote on constitutional amendments 
on that date, the Lith was substituted. 

Dist.-Atty. Fredericks, in a lengthy 
answer to the attorneys for the de- 


-fense, announced that he wanted an 


early trial, “We will have to sum- 
mon more than a hundred witnesses,” 
he saidr “And some of them are 
liable to die or move out of the coun- 
try if a date in the far future is fixed 
by the court. We want the case to 
go to trial not/later than October 1.” 

Attorney .Darrow, for the defense, 
stated that he was.anxious for a 
lengthy interim before the trial. He 
gave as his reason the scope of the 
investigations under way by the de- 
fense, and a vast legal research neces- 
sary in the preparation of the case.

Old Glory Flutters tn the Breeze 
With French Flag, and Programme 
Shows the Friendly Feeling of the 
Two Nations—Fat Men's Race Won 
by Thinnest. 

The folds of Old Glory brushed 
the tri-colors of France, while the 
strains of Key's “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner” blended with the stirring music: 
of Lisle’s “Marselliaise Hymn” yester- 
day afternoon at Luna Park, where 
more than two thousand French peo- 
ple of Los Angeles met to celebrate 
the anniversary of the fall of the 
Bastile. What the Fourth of July 
means to the American, Cinco de 
Mayo to the Mexican, July 14 means 
to the patriotic Frenchman, and joy 
ran riot. 

In the big cafe and vaudeville hall 
nearly fifteen hundred men, women 
and children gathered to listen to 
addresses by Mayor Alexander, Hector 
Alliot. Gen. Frank’ Prescott. and 
others. Facing the audience, to the 
right of the platform, sat Miss Flor- 


ence Bernard, representing France, 
and to the left sat Miss Marie Rellue, 


of the afternoon were about forty! lit- 
tle maids. half of them dressed as 
men, whose costumes proclaimed 
them to be old French colonists. The 
children sang and danced the tminuet. 

Accompanied by the Schoneman- 
Blanchard orchestra, “The Star 
Spangled Baner’’ was sung by Mra. 
Gonzales, and ‘“‘La Marseillaise’” by 
Frank Roques. A brief address in 
French was' made by Louis Sentous, 
Jr.. loca) French Consular agent, who 
introduced Mayor Alexander. 

The Mayor interjected a few re- 
marks about politics into an address 
that concerned also the subject of 
liberty of the French people. He com- 
pared conditions in Los Angeles with 
the French reign of terror, by declar- 
ing that while political offenders are 
no longer imprisoned they are ousted 
from office, which is, if anything, 
worse than the old method. | 

Following the Mayor, addresses 
were made by Gen. Prescott and 
Hector Alliot, the latter speaking in 
French. 

Then came races in-front of the 
theater, in which almost § everyone 
who participated won some kind of 
a prize. The first sack race for boys 
was won by Ernest Mernard. The sec- 
ond sack race for men was won by 
J. T. Cheldou, who divided his prize, 
a box of cigars, among those whom 
he defeated. The next contest was the 
fat-man'’s race. The French people 
called it “course des hommes gras,” 
but those who could not read French 
discovered that a fat-man's race by 
any other name is just as big a treat. 
The race was won by Joe Broquet, 
the thinnest of the fat men. 

Suddenly everyone made a break 
for the lakeside to watch the’ lion- 
tamer. One young Frenchman asked 
is she was the same “Lady of Lyons” 
he had heard about.

QUERR USES OF GLASS. 


Is Made Into Pavements in France, 
Telegraph Poles in Germany and 
Floors in America. 

{Tit Bits:} It would seem that in 
these days there is no limit to the uses 
made of glass. Among the most ex- 
aia may be cited the follow- 


The bridge spanning the Royal 
Gorge of the Arkansas River in Colo- 
rado. 
half a mile high, for it reaches from 
one cliff to the other of the gorge, 
with a deep chasm beneath it. The 
floor of this wonderful bridge is made 
of plate glass, one and one-half inches 
in thickness, set in steel framework. 

In Lyons, France, pavements made 
of glass have been in use for some 
time. They are congtructed of ce- 
ramo-crystal, ceramic stone, or de- 
vitrified glass, and are laid in the form 
of block&® eight inches square, each 
block containing sixteen parts in the 
shape of chequers. It is said these 
blocks are so closely fitted together 
that water cannot pass between them. 
The whole pavement presents the odd 
effect of a huge checker board. The 
special advantages claimed for this 
style of pavement are that it has 
greater resistance than stone; that it 
is a poor conductor of cold—ice, ac- 
not forming readily wupon 
it, and, finally, that it is more durable 
than stone and much cheaper, be- 
sides affording no places for the lodg- 
ment of microbes. 

In Germany they manufacture glass 
telegraph poles near Frankfort. The 
glass mass whereof these poles are 
made is strengthened by interlacing 
and intertwining with strong wire 
threads. -It is asserted that the glass 
poles show their superiority over 
wooden ones by reason of their resiat- 
ance to the ravages of insects in tropti- 
eal countries, and against the climatic 
influences of rain, snow and sleet in 
other countries. 

The ingenious Germans have also 
devised glass water pipes, having a 
covering of asphalt to prevent frac- 
ture. These are employed in many 
parte of the empire, and it ts claimed 
that they afford thorough protection 
against moisture in the ground, 
against the action of acids and alkalis 
and also that they cannot be pene- 
trated by gases, 

Glass eloth for dresses is no new 
thing, having been placed on the mar- 
ketta number of yéars ago. This 
glass cloth has the same shimmer and 
brilliance of eolor as that shown by 
silk. Resides glass cloth, there may 
be Instanced manufactured glass cur- 
tains, carpets, tablecleths and nan- 
kina, most of which are results of the 
ingennity of Furepean manufacturers.

COAD BY THE UNIT PDAN. 


Careful Determination Made by 
Chemical Thermal Analysis of Its 
Heat Productivity. 


Under the heat unit system of buy- 


ing coal, which was described in the 
St. Louis Globe-Democrat recently, the 
exact value of the coal as a producer 
of heat is ascertained by a chemical 
thermal]! analysis. Each carload of coal 
undergoes a separate -test, made. by 
city experts at the Water Department 
laboratory. Under this system a hol- 
low steel] drill is driven with a sledge 
into the coal loaded on the car at four 
different places on the car. The
